Jenny i,ind.
No more crowded or brilliant audience has yet

graced Trip)it Hall, than assembled last evening
for the penultimate Concert of Jenny Linn. It
was a repetition of Tuesday 's programme, and like
that concert, was perhaps the most signal triumph
of mere vocalisation, that the artist has yet
achieved. Besides the constant Bird and Echo

Sings, there were an exceedingly brilliant aria
and duet from Rossini, "11 Turco in It<tlia," in
parts ofwhich, the exquisite elaboration ofJenny
I.ind's style was ns much beyond criticism as

praise. It seemed simply perfect. We cannot

fancy the sparkling gust of the gny music of Ros'
sini more deliciously rendered.nnd we felt only
the more profoundly the rich versability of this
glowing genius. But these concerts are mere

play. It is hard to be for-everlasting only the
bloomy peel ofthe Hesperidian fruit.
Jenny Lind sang also " Sweet Home,'' and in

quite a new manner. She renders it with less of
mournful sentiment than is usual with singers of
this song, and the "Home, home sweet home"
was a sudden gust of happy as well as sad re¬

membrance.a thrill ofyearning joy. She shower¬
ed out the " Birds singing Gailu" in melodious
shakes, so strongly suggesting, as she certainly
does, more than any artist that we at this moment
recall, the scenery of the song. Jenny Lind's
little songs are not less pictures than poems a

vocal success as rarely achieved as sought, and
yet entirely essential to the satisfactory unity of
the song as a work of art. For it is not to be
denied that the greatest works in ail kinds are in
some sort synonymes of each other.as the great¬
est genuises are. And this is to be noted ofJenny
Lind's singing as one of its most perfect praises,
that if the hearer regard it carefully, and in tho
spirit itself suggests, he insensibly, yet neces¬

sarily, rises into the highest sphere of art, and
beholds the figures of fairest fame waiting to
Uustrate his thought. In our own fancy, Jenny
Lind and Correggio are constantly associated.
as are Raphael and Mozart.a resemblance which
it would be fascinating to follow.

Belletti has sung nothing more satisfactorilythan Bellmi'a - Vi ratnso," from the Somnam-
I'tda-aud his buffa talent has admirable play in
"Perpuscer a!!* Signara"~xhc duet with Jenny.
Imagination will wonder onder tbe spell of his
singing and paint a pleasant but impossible pic¬
ture of Belletti in Port Giovanni.

'1 lie Brazilian Lnv» rtKniu-ii the Slave Trade.
We not long since noticed the adoption in the

Brazilian Senate of a law intended to put an end
to the Slave Tiade. This law was put in forceon
the-Ith of September last by decree of the Em-
peror, Don Pedro. By this decree Brazilian men-

of-war are ordered to use special efforts to

seize Slavers, and to hand over their crews and

and cargoes are to be sold at auction and the pro¬

of ll

share in the prize money. No Brazilian vessel is
to be allowed to clear for the Coast of Africa
without the owner's giving security that it shall
no! take slaves on hoard. The introduction ol
slaves into any part of the Empire is made pira¬
cy and punishable with death. A special law,
hereafter to be framed, will determine the-pun¬
ishment tobe inflicted on the Captains of Slavers.

If this law can be made effective it will do

more to break up the Slave trade than ten new

squadrons on the Coast of Africa. But we have
no great expectation that it will answer the pur¬
pose. Bribery and the high prolits of the trado
will render it nugatory. Such is notoriously tho

case in Cuba, the other great mart for Slaves, and

we see t» reason to suppose that the result will
be better in Brazil.

From Havana..By the Crescent City we

have Havana papers to the 16th inst. The new

Captain-General, Concha, had arrived and on-

tered upon his duties. That and tiie doin?s of
the Opera Company constitute the only topics of
interest we discover in our files. The opera of
Scmiramis has been successfully produced, and
the Captain-General has held a Sunday morning
review.
